Lightning struck the roof of the
Larkin Building, at the southwest cor-
ner of Twenty-second and Arch streets,
at 0:45 o'clock this morning, knocking
n wection of conerote fire wall into
Arch street and shaking the twelve-
story building as an earthquake.

Several persons had narrow escapds
from injury or death under the falling
fire wall and a section of the trolley
wire, which the bolt knocked into the
street.

% Women on several floors of the
building were thrown into @ state of
panie. One man, standing near a win-
dow on the ninth floor, was knocked
down and stunnped, but escaped injury.

The bolt, described as a huge ball of
fire, struck the rear of the roof, seemed
to hever there for'a moment, and then
ran to the front of the bullding, where
it struck the firewall,

The impact was accompanied by a
roar, deseribed as the rumbling of an
earthquake, and a section of the heavy
wall about five feot square erumpled and
fell to Argh street.

Part of the bolt eareened inte the
street and struck the trolley wire at
the intersection of Arch and Twenty-
secopd streets. Twenty yards of the
trollay wire collapsed, ° \ ‘
There were about thirty persons In
Areh streot near the Larkin Buollding
when the bolt struck, As the concrete
wall gave way they scurried for shelter,

Mrs. Harriet Graham, of 2244 North
Pearl street, was orominx Arch street
at Twenty-second on her way to the
Houss of Detention when the trolley
wire collapsed, She esgaped by leaping
to the sidewalk on the south side of

Young Love was one of the prineipal
witnesses ngalnst his  father, Henry
Love, who was convicted by a jury and
hapged at Owen Sound, Jnt.. for the
erime seven years ago. While the evi-
dence pgainst him had been mostly cir-
eumstantinl, on the seaffold the father
made what wius believed to be a con-
fension of his gullt.

The son grew up into manhood n
prosperous farmer, and the tragedy of
his l'.r.' win apparently burfed in the
oblivion .of the past upti} he attended
the evangelistic serv He told the
evangelist, the Rev, C. N, Sharpe, that
when his mother reprimapded him he
was angered and killed her with a stick
of wooid and hid the budy in the cellar,
where it was found later.

On advice of the evapgelist, Love
gave himself ap to the police, who gre
investigating his story,  In the mesn-
time the young farmer, apparently
greatly relieved, languishes in jall in-
different to his fate,

For the last two years the power o
Rp-ulml on the Red army, the great
ghiting machine created by Trotzky for
civil and foreign warfare. 8o long as
they had full eontrol over this force the
duration of their dictatorship was ns-
sured, and all attempts at revolt neces-
sarily proved futile. In countries like
Russin and Germany revolutions are
made by the nrm{ never by the people.
